Rinehart Tops Dorrian In Mayoral 
Race; Black Vote Decisive Factor

The hectic Columbus may- 
oral race in which the black 
community served as a major 
campaign battleground. cli- 
maxed late Tuesday with a 
dramatic victory for Republi- 
can Dana G. Rinehart over 
Democrat Michael J. Dorrian 

According to unofficial 
returns from the Franklin 
County Board of Elections. 
Rinehart received 96,317 votes 
to 91,972 for Dorrian. Charles 
O. Ross. write-in candidate, 
received 951 votes. 

Rinehart and Dorrian, with 
heavily financed campaigns. 
workéd extremely hard in ‘the 
black community throughout 
the mayoral! contest, as did 
Ross, the black entry in the 
race. Although the black com- 
munity is, as it has been for 


many years. a Democratic 
stronghold, and even though 
Dorrian topped Rinehart by 3-11 
vote majority in the predomi- 
nantly black wards, it would 
appear that black votes were a 
contributing factor in Rine- 
hart's slim 4,300 vote pluratity. 
Rinehart's victory extends 
Republican control of the 
Mayor's office for another four 
years, but the GOP lost two of 
their incumbent city council 
members. M. Steven Boley and 
David Cain were unseated after 
serving four years on the 
seven-member council. 
Meanwhile, Jerry Hammond, 
incumbent Democrat led the 
city council ticket polling a 
whopping 108.383 votes. In 
winning re-election to a third 
full term, Hammond nosed out 
Republican incumbent Dorothy 
Teater, who received 105,383

A Southside man and 
employee of the Columbus 
Main Post Office, says he saw

Halloween Festival Sparks

Dream City Has Its Problems. 


: Springfield, a sort of nondeseript industrial community 
about 45 miles west of Columbus, has had its share of 
troubles lately. 

* A city manager linked to a prostitute, a police woman 
baring all for a magazine, allegations of police brutality and 
arise in homicides are hardly ideal situations for acity that 
Newsweek magazine spent thousands of dollars promoting 
as the model city of America. 

Thomas Bay resigned as city manager when he learned 
that the Dayton news media knew that Dayton police had 
stopped him while he was in the company of a prostitute. 
He was not charged, but the prostitute was. 

Ironically, Bay was the city official who suspended po- 
licewoman Barbara Schantz Buffington for 37 days for con- 
duct unbecoming to a police officer after she posed nude 
for Playboy magazine. 

Bay's reign will not-be missed by blacks. He has heen 
criticized for his lackluster handling of an alleged police 
brutality incident. A woman claimed she was beaten by 
police when they arrived at her home to quell a disturbance. 
Bay said because of conflicting testimony from witnesses 
at the scene, it was impossible to rule whether the police 
had acted improperly. The officers, who had temporarily 
been reassigned to desk duty, were returned to street patrol 
with a clean slate. 

We don't doubt Bay's word that he had trouble investigat- 
ing, but if a woman was beaten severely enough to be 
hospitalized, we think the city owes the woman and the 
citizens of Springfield some kind of an explanation. 

Thesit-in at City Hall and resulting melee were unneces- 
sary. We hope, with the federal mediator sent in, apeaceful 
solution can be worked out. 

Springfield city officials should put these incidents 
behind them and work together with. its citizens to be the 
kind of city that its residents proudly presented to the world 
as the place where every American would be proud to live.

Black Americans have reacted 
with.concern to the recent inva- 
sion of Grehada. Clearly, black 


Americans have a particular inter- , 


est in polftical development in that 
tiny island country with a Popula- 
tion of some 110,000 blacks 

Indeed blacks and all Americans 
are coricerned with the question of 
whether the rnvasion — led by a 
force of U S. Marines and contfng- 
ents from Jamaica. Barbados, and 
other Caribbean nations -- was at 
all justified. Amid much confusion 
surrounding Grenada and the 
decision by President Reagan to 
intervene, it would be worthwhile 
to ‘examine the recent history of 
that troubled island before draw- 
ing any firm conclusions about the 
advisability of the U.S. response 

In the 1970s Grenada was ruled 
by one Sir Eric Gairy, a politician 
attracted to the study of 
UF.O's, the occult, and extrater- 
restrials. Sir Eric’s rule was char- 
acterized by corruption and intim- 
idation of the political opposition 
by means of a private pro- 
government band of criminals 
known as tne “Mongoose Gang.” 

Yet for all of Sir Eric's corrup- 
tion, a politica opposition was 
permitted to function, trade 
unions had some degree of inde- 
pendence, and the judiciary was 
independent of the state. Sir Eric 
was a demented petty tyrant, but 
his tyranny was a limited one.

Nonetheless, popular discont- 
ent with his administration led toa 
growth in the popularity of Mau- 
rice Bishop and the New Jewel 
Movement (its name stands for 
Joint Endeavor for Welfare, Edu- 
cation and Liberation) he ted. In 
1979 Mr. Bishop replaced Sir Eric 
in an armed takeover and:imme- 
diately proceeded to act ina 
tyrannical and equaly undemo- 
cratic fashion 

Bishop clamped down on trade 
union leaders not totally under his 


control, held large numbers of pol-. 
itical prisoners, placed the repre- ' 


sentative of the British Common- 
wealth, the Governor General, 
under house arrest, and muzzled 
Grenada’'s relatively free press 
He, likewise, refused to hold elec- 
tions which would have given 
Grenadians a say in who governs 
them , : 

in short, Maurice Bishop dif- 
fered in one important respect 
from Sir Eric Gairy -- he was a 
more ruthless and able tyrant. The 
people of Grenada were subjected 
to four yers of intensive “revolu- 
tionary” indoctrination. Their tiny 
island, known largely for its tem- 
perate climate and tourist trade, 
was transformed virtually over- 
nignt into an island fortress com- 
plete with the East Caribbean's 
best equipped army and hundreds 
of Cuban, East German, Bulgarian 
and Soviet advisers 

The Grenada under Maurice 
Bishop, further aroused the con- 
cern of its neighbors by building, 


with massive Cuban assistance, a 
new airport which had the capabil- 
ity of serving as a base for Soviet- 
bloc bombers. 


Thus, when in a mid-October 
military coup, the Bishop regime 
was overthrown and Bishop mur- 
dered together with his Foreign 
Minister, Education Minister and 
other government leaders, there 
no longer was<any semblanCe of 
government on Grenada. It was in 


this. context that the black-led East — 


Caribbean nations appealed to the 

-U.S. to lead a multi-national 4dnva- 
sion of the island in the interest of 
Stability and democracy. 


The invasion of Grenada is now 
virtually over. Small pockets of 


primarily Cuban resistance remain 
on the island. But the military 
action on the part of the WS., 
Jamaica, Barbados and other East 
Caribbean nations appears. to 
have succeeded in wresting con- 
trol of the island from the Cuban- 
backed killers in the Grenadian 
military junta. Not surprisingly, the 
black population’of the island has 
welcomed the American and 
Caribbean forces as liberators and 
not as invaders. The Grenadian 
people are probably the ones who

Jackson Receives Royal Welcome 


The Columbus Municipal non- 
partisan election, one of the most 
intense in many years, was capped 
last Thursday with the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson delivering two exciting 
Columbus speeches just hours 
after announcing -his¥#candidacy 
forthe Democratic presidential 
nomination in Washington, D.C 

Jackson, founder and president 
of People United to Save Human- 
ity (PUSH) and entourage arrived 
at Port Columbus International 
Airport just minutes before he was 


scheduled to address a group of 
students, faculty members and 
dignitaries at Mershon Auditorium 
on the campus of Ohio State 
University 

Following his hair-raising 
speech before the jam-packed 
campus audience, Jackson and 
his noisy motorcade arrived at 
Columbus East High School to be 
greeted by an enthusiastic crowd 
of hundreds that virtually sur- 
rounded the school which is situ- 
ated ina predominantly black sec- 
tor of the city 

Although security officers had 
warned the crowd that the school 
was filled to a capacity and that no 
one else would be admitted, their 
spirit remained undaunted. So 
rather than be denied a fleeting 


glimpse of America’s official black 
presidential candidate, the crowd 
remained steadfast until the Jack- 
son motorcade arrived. Upon 
spotting Jackson, the crowd 
began. chanting “Run Jesse Run.” 

In both speeches, Jackson said 
he chose Ohio for his initial nomi- 
nation address, because Ohio will 
be a pivotal state.in the presiden- 
tial election and will be key to his 
campaign. “I'm not going to fly

Dear Editor: 


This is an open letter to Dr. Frederick Holliday and the 
members of the so-called School Board, especially those 
who have no children whatsoever attending Cleveland Pub- 
lic Schools. 

You claim to have the best interest of the Cleveland 
Public School children at heart. You've innovated modern, 
up-to-date programs to enhance their educations and 
afford them the opportunity to do something with their 
lives. 

All this is well and good, but what happens when the 
safety of these students is jeopardized just to reach these 
goals. You are sending our high school students, especially 
the girls, out to almost certain disaster (robbery, rape, beat- 
ings and in some cases death) in the early morning hours. 

Your so-called busing program is one great big sham! 
And our teenagers are bearing the brunt of it! 

The first period class of high school students being 
bused (by ‘public transportation no less), from the East to 
the West side is 7:15.a.m. I’m willing to bet that at 7:15a.m., 
school board members are just getting up (not all of them 
mind you, some probably sleep a little later than 7:15), yet 
they set a schedule whereby our children have to be in 
school at that time. 

| will use as an example a girl on the Far East side of 
Cleveland, who attends West Technical High School, 
located off Detroit Avenue (from Public Square, Detroit 
Ave., is considered the Near West side). 

In order to reach her destination by 7:15 a.m., she has to 
get up at 5:00 a.m., and be in the street no later than 5:50, 
(by the way, it’s still pitch dark out there and even when the 
time changes it will still be dark). 

It's a mighty long stretch between the Far East Side and 
Detroit Avenue, and the Board of Education has set up a 
bus route that even the most stout hearted person, in broad 
daylight, hesitates to use, let alone a teenage girl at 6-6:30 
in the morning. She has to take a southbound bus and ride 


it to the nearest Rapid Station (which happens to-be one of © 


the worst Rapid stops inthe city) from there she rides to the 
West 98th Street Rapid Station and then is met by aSchool 
eShuttle bus which takes her from the Rapid to the school. 

It sounds like a breeze, but getting from your house to the 
bus and from the bus to the semi-dark Rapid Station is a 
whole different story, especially if you're just about the only 
girl on your street that has do to this. . 

She, along with other girls from different parts of the city 
who.are visited by the same set of circumstances at other 
schools, must. face danger not only from the perverted men 
that roam the streets in the early morning hours, but also 
from the boys, some of them classmates, who will annoy, 
taunt and harass, just for the hell of it. 

And, if that’s not enough, everyone in Cleveland knows 
that once the snow falls, RTA is the most unreliable source 
of transportation there is. What is this girl supposed to do 
when she is at the bus stop and there is no bus, and in turn, 
misses the rapid and is late for school. and believe me it 
really doesn't have to snow for that to happen. 

Who is responsible if this girl is raped, beaten or, God 
forbid, murdered on the way to school. Quite a few have 
ended up this way, atragic example is Annette Stewart, the 
16-year-old Cleveland school girl who was last seen board- 
ing the rapid downtown on her way to school and-months 
later was found dead in Pennsylvania. Who do the parents 
turn to then, the School Board? They are the ones who have 
her out there at that time of the-morning? ; 

And the only response you'll probably get from them is 
that they're sorry it had to happen, it’s a most unfortunate 
incident. . 

A question was. posed by the students concerning this 
early morning situation and the reply was this: We're try: °g 
to prepare you for the future, getting up early and going toa 
job. My answer to this is: Change the students’ schedules. If 
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! for the students, especially the girls, who ride the bus at 
6:00 a.m. 


If nothing at all can be done about the situation, | suggest 
that ali concerned parents keep their children home until 
the sun comes up, it does provide for some margin of 
safety. And if enough students miss enough first and 
second period classes, the SghoorGoard will have to get off 
their ----- and do something! 

What good are all your programs and your preparations 
for the future if the very students you are trying to help don't 
survive the bus ride to school to take advantage of them.

in reference to your recent editorial, 10/20/83, entitled Two Who Stood 
Up, referring to two.“courageous” black East Cleveland Policemen testi- 
fying on the witness stand in federal court against their fellow white East 
Cleveland poligemen who have been accused of brutalizing and forcing 
confessions from three black men during their 1974 shootout with East 
Cleveland Police.--It does not take very much courage to be “courage- 
ous” on the witness stand under subpoena and protection of a fedeeral 
district court; especially if there were some other underlying motive for 
testifying against fellow officers. 

The time to be “courageous” (and where it will be most effective) is on 
the scene of the brutality not in the witness chair in a federal courtroom. 
Black Patrolman Joseph Dixon “told the court that he witnessed one of 
the beatings" yet, apparently did nothing to stop the abuse. 

We must also question whether the present East Cleveland Commis- 
sion is capable of governing the city in view of the revelation at the 
federal court hearing that their recent appointed white chief of police 
witnessed the atrocities committed upon the three black victims in 1974 
yet did nothing, the same as the two black officers. 

The reason the predominant white police force did not abandon their 
jobs and flee alone with the white residents as Blacks moved in is 
basically economics.

clearance by the Office of Management and Budget 

The basis of our objection to the removal and replacement of the 
Commissioners, almost ep masse, is not the qualifications-of the nomi- 
nees or their positions on particular issues. Rather, our deep concern is 
to prevent the President from subverting the Commission's. historic 
independence, integrity, and continuity of commitment 

The Commission on Civil Rights was established by Congress in 1957 
as an independent and bipartisan agency. Among other responsibilities, 
the Commission has been directed to: 


“Appraise federal laws and policies with respect to discrimination or 
denial of equal protection of the laws because of race, calor, religion, 
sex, age, handicap, of national origin, or in the administration of justice.” 

The Commission's tradition of independence and political neutrality 
had enabled Commissioners to speak without fear or favor when criticiz- 
ing shortcomings or-praising progress in civil rights. The work it has thus 
been able to do has immeasurably contributed to improving the lives of 
some of the most economically deprived and politically under- 
represented individuals in America, and by example has furthered the 
cause of civil rights worldwide. 

It is self-evident that the Commission can fulfill this change only if itis 
completely insulated from Presidential election results,e x ecutive 
manipulation, and the censorship by administration appointees. It was in 
recognition of this truth that every President, Republican and Democrat, 
conservative and liberal, has sought to preserve the Commission's inde- 


. pendence by abstaining to remove or replace any Commission 


members. : . ‘ 

President Reagan and his supporters must not be allowed to transform 
the.Commission on Civil Rights from an independent agency to a mere 
instrument of Presidential policy.

CLEVELAND: How can America improve 
academic standards and at the same time gua- 
rantee access to equal educational opportuni- 
ties for non-traditional students such as 
minorities, the disadvantaged, women and 
those displaced from outmoded jobs? 

This was among the major questions on the 
agenda of “Cultivating Excellence: A National, 
Regional and State Perspective,” held Oct. 21- 
23 at the Holiday inn, North Randall, a Cleve- 
land suburb. The conference, sponsored by 
the American Association of Community and 
Junior College's Council on Black American 
Affairs, North Central Region, in cooperation 
with Cuyahoga Community College, attracted 
over 300 delegates. 

Congressman Louis Stokes was guest 
speaker at the opening banquet on Friday 
evening. He declared, “! am concerned about 
our lack of priorities at the national level.” He 
pointed out that while the Reagan Administra- 
tion spénds $1.7 trillion for arms, it has 
attempted to turn back the clock on educa- 
tional opportunity and social justice by cut- 
ting funding for education and financial aid. 
This has had a marked impact on access to 
education and has occurred despite the find- 
ings of three major commissions on education 
which have all said that our nation’s schools 
are inadequate. Fortunately, he said, Con- 
gress has finally taken notice and there has 
been some improvement in funding for FY 84. 


Dr. Adrienne Bailey, vice president, Office 
of Academic Affairs, The College Board, was 
the featured speaker at Saturday's luncheon. 
She discussed the need to improve academic 
standards for college-bound students; yet, 
she was concerned that tightened standards 
could be used to keep out minorities. “We can 
be excellent and equal too,” she asserted. She 
‘commented that education for minorities has 
shown some improvement, but is still not good 
enough 

“Community colleges can take a new lead- 
ership role in expanding opportunity and edu- 
cational excellence for minority students,” 
she said. She added that access is more than 
just opening doors; its purpose should be “to 
get in to get out with skills, knowledge and the 
ability to progress.” 

The conference, program included a panel 
presentation, “Ohio's Plan for Articulation,” 
featuring as panelists Dr. Richard Boyd, 
superintendent, Lakewood Public Schools: 
Dr. Rondle Edwards, superintendent. East 
Cleveland Public Schools; Dr. Frederick D 

olliday, superintendent, Cleveland Public 
Schools; and Dr. James N. Jacobs, superin- 
tendent, Cincinnati Public Schools. 

Dr. Holliday and Dr. Boyd agreed that if 
expectations are high, students will tend to 
live up to them. However, Or. Holliday also 
indicated, “forget the Mickey Mouse recom- 
mendations of the commission reports,” 
since, “in a district so far in debt, | cannot go 
back and give teachers raises, lengthen the 
school day and reduce the size of classes. Dr 
Edwards said he feared some of the recent

WASHINGTON--Rev. Jesse L. Jackson, the 
son of a sharecropper, the “country preacher” 
whose public life has been a mirror of the civil 
rights struggle in America, stood before his 
supporters and a massive press contingent last 
week to declare his candidacy for the U.S. Pre- 
sidency. Jackson's long-awaited announce- 
ment, delivered before 2500 exuberant, 
banner-waving supporters in Washington's 
new Convention Center, was an historic 
moment for Black politics in America. 
| have covered many presidential 


announcements for over 15 years in this politi- 
cal city, but none can compare emotionally to 
the high drama of Jackson's historic entrance 
into the presidential race. Early in the three- 
hour program, Gary Mayor Richard Hatcher 
asked the standing-room only audience the. 
question he had framed countless times for 
those questioning a Jackson candidacy: “If 
not now-when? If not Jesse-who?” 

For the Jackson supporters who packed the 
Convention Center last week and for millions 
of other Blacks across the country who, 
according to recent polls, support the 42-year- 
old civil rights leader, the clear answer is “now 
is the time" and Rev. Jackson is the man. Jack- 
son's announcement before dozens of repor- 
ters representing the national and interna- 
tional media, had more the character of an 
evangelical rather than political event 

Black politicians on the podium, caught up 
in the Jackson's soaring oratory, emotionally 
hugged him during high points of the speech 
The audience cheered him on with churchlike 
responses, chanted ‘run Jesse, run” and 
responded so loudly to thé fever-pitched 
climax to. his announcement that his closing 
words were virtually drowned out 

Jackson's message was lengthy, but simple 
and clear He focused on the basic themes of 
his campaign, which he said would not only 
include civil rights and other Black-interest 


te 


issues, but also legislative enactments and 
strategies in tax reform, industrial redevelop- 
ment, trace policy and foreign policy. Jackson 
said that he sought the Presidency because he 
wanted to affirm his “belief that leadership is 
coloriess and genderiess, and that sole 
hallmark of a true leader is not the skin, 
or she received from God, but the abil 
person to bring competence, compassi 
fairness to the sacred trust that the 
elect their officials to discharge.” 


There are “negatives” as well as “pluses” to 
Jackson's candidacy. On the minus side is the 
danger that he will pull Black primary votes 
away from the most “electabie” progressive 
candidate and thereby help nominate a less 
liberal candidate at the Democratic National 
Convention. On the plus side, however, is the 
potential registration of millions of new Black 
voters and the use of Jackson delegates at the 
Convention to influence the selection and pol- 
icies of the Democratic nominee for President. 


There are the “unknowns.” Will he be able to 
raise the estimated three million dollars it will 
minimally take to run a national campaign? 
Will he be able to form.a “rainbow coalition” of 
supporters from the ranks of women, Hispan- 
ics, white workers, gays, senior citizens and 
others given less than their fair share in the 
American political process? 


Itis along road from November to the critical 
primaries of the 1984 Presidential race, a road 
never traveled before by a Black candidate 
with an opportunity to win a sizeable number 
of primary votes and influence the course of 
American political history. Whatever the out- 
come, Jackson's candidacy represents a new 
era in Black participation in American politics, 
and raises the prospect that a “rainbow coali- 
tion” of America’s poor and disadvantaged will 
cast aside differences and begin to forge anew 
majority in America. 


Black Presidential Candidate: 
Worth The Risk Of Losing

Even if Jesse Jackson loses the Democratic 
nomination for president in 1984, blacks stand 
to win 

That's the opinion of Lucius Barker, presi- 
dent of the National Conference of Black Polit- 
ical Scientists and chairman of the political 
science department at Washington University 
in St. Louis 


Increased blacn :nvolvement in national 
electoral politics is the best way to speed up 
improvements in the political-social status of 
blacks, says Barker. That status has improved 
little since the 1960s, he adds 

“A black bid for the presidency is the most 
concrete way to demonstrate that blacks want 
a more direct voice in determining how the 


federal government addresses important 
issues, he says. “That more direct voice must 
include shaping the political agenda, which is 
crucial to achieving black goals 

“And in American politics, the president 
effectively sets the agenda.” 

Barker says blacks stand to gain increased 
political consciousness and experience 
through a black presidential candidacy. More 
blacks will register and vote, and the spinoffs 
of the political mobilization could be 
enormous 

More blacks will be stimulated to seek con- 
gressional, state and local offices, Barker says, 
and that increased political know-how could 
influence long-term policy direction 

Barker says these are the realistic objectives 
of a black bid for the White House, and Jack- 
son fits them to the letter ; 

Inthe present context of American politics, 
Jackson could well be the best possible black 
candidate,’ Barker says. “And | think he is 
going to appeal to many people--not just 
blacks--who are disenchanted with American 
politics 

Whether Jackson actually stands a chance 
of winning the nomination is another question 

‘All sorts of teasonsinadicate that it-would 
take a miracle.” says Barker ‘Miracles happen 
infrequently. but they do happen.” 


Jackson's charisma and personality will be 
very important assets. His entry means that 
this will be more than a ‘politics as usual’ 
campaign 

One of the loudest arguments against a 
Jackson candidacy is that it could hurt white 
candidates who are sympathetic to black 
causes, and more likely to win 

It is always true that certain candidacies 
might hurt front-runners, Barker says. “For 
example, one might suggest that the candida- 
cies of Gary Hart and Alan Cranston are more 
likely to hurt Waiter Mondale than John Glenn 
But who would suggest that they not run 
because of this possible consequence? 

“Why should a black presidential candidacy 
be treated differently? Because black interests 
can betier be represented by another candi- 
date? Because they should depend on less 
direct means. such as positions on staffs or 
advisory committees, to gain access to particu- 
lar presidential nominees? Because now is not 
the right time? 

“tn short, that a particular candidate might 
affect the fortunes of other eandidates-- 
sympathetic front-runners or not--must be 
viewed as part.of a general problem inherent in 
electoral politics, especially presidential nom- 
ination politics, and cannot in itself determine 
long-term political objectives 


“Jackson's entry is going to create consider- 
able uncertainty for the Democratic nomina- 
tion process, and established politicians-- 
whatever their color--don't like that, Barker 
says. 

“A lot of politicians will be watching carefully 
how Jackson's campaign develops and many 
will be hedging their own moves accordingly,” 
he says 

lf Jackson succeeds in turning out large 
numbers of blacks to regigter.anad jf he con- 
tinues to attract crowds and generate excite- 
ment, leading Democratic contenders will 
have to handle the whole situation very care- 
fully, Barker says 

Jackson's candidacy could help the Demo- 
crats because he is focusing on groups that are 
more likely to vote Democratic, Barker adds. 

Some political observers criticize Jackson 
for lack of follow-through on projects he has 
initiated as head of Operation PUSH (People to 
Serve Humanity), the civil rights group he 
founded in 1971. 

Barker provides perspective, Jackson's 
follow-through appears good where it counts, 
he says. Jackson has succeeded in getting 
some large corporations to increase black 
employment and capital. 


“The job of a leader, especially a civil rights 
leader, is to facilitate, to create interest, to set 
the tone for change. If he appears to jump from 
one topic to another, it’s because he has a wide 
range of topics to cover--education, employ- 
ment, information, voting 

"Jackson comes into town one evening and 
speaks. His job is to make the people want to 
register ‘to vote, not to actually register them 
himself.” 


Jackson's pledge to select a woman running 
mate is politically good, says Barker. “It will 
increase his appeal to the groups he is target- 
ing. But he should perhaps look to someone 
other than a black. Of course, this is consistent 
with Jackson'srainbow-coalition-concept:* 

Barker edited a special section on black 
electoral politics in a recent issue of PS, the 
quarterly publication of the American Political 
Science Association. 


In his own PS article, “Black Americans and 
the Politics of Inclusion,” Barker says many 
whites like to believe that minorities now are 
sufficiently included in the political system. 

“Although the ‘politics of inclusion’ has 
made some important strides, many biacks 
and other minorities see only an ‘illusion of 
inclusion’,” Barker says. 


“Only since 1954 have blacks been legally 
guaranteed the treatment, recognitionand 
respect that American law and practice always 
have accorded to whites.

Jackson was driven to OSU 
ina three-limousine, six-police 
car motocade. 

At both OSU's Mershon Aud- 
itorium and later at East High 
School, disappointed Jackson 
supporters, locked out 
because of capacity crowds 
inside, milled around the build- 
ings searching for a way to get 
inside to hear and see the 42- 
year-old civil rights leader. 

In a style reminiscent of 
many Sunday morning church 
services, theenthusiastic, 
capacity crowd in the OSU 
auditoium was primed by an 
emotional rendition of 
Bless America" sung by The 
Gospet Workshop Choir of 
America. Jackson arrived 
on the stage during the singing 
and was immediately greeted 
by cheers and applause. 

The throng at OSU was pre- 
dominately black college 
youth, with a liberal sprinkling 
of white college students. 

Rev. Jackson was. intro- 
duced by Dr. Frank W. Hale Jr., 
Vice Provost for Minority 
Affairs at OSU. 

“On Nov. 6, 1984, we will be 
relieved to have a new presi- 
dent,'' Jackson told the 
audience with astern face. The 
crowd broke into wild applause 
and cheers. 

Recalling the question 
Republican candidate Reagan 
asked the American public dur- 
ing the Carter-Reagan debate, 
Jackson asked, "Are you better 
off today than you were three 
years ago?" 

Jackson then proceeded to 
deliver a tirade against many of 
the problems he sees in the 
country, such as the “sabot- 
age” of the voting rights act, 
major corporations transfer- 
ring American jobs to “slave- 
labor'’ markets overseas, 
inadequate funding for educa- 
tion, inequitable immigration 
policies and unequal protec- 
tion under the law. 

“When the aristocracy of a 
few threatens the democracy 
of the masses, there must be a 
change,” Jackson declared. 

“It's about knowing that the 
vote, ina—democracy,is the 
master key that fits all doors. 
Your vote fits the door of the 
State House, the Court House 
and the White House," he 
explained. 

Jackson said his aim is to 
“set a new moral tone in this 
nation and aredemptive spirit.” 
He said he was encouraging 
thousands to run for every pub- 
lic office open. 

“It's not about a person run- 
ning; it's about 10,000 run- 
ning,” he said implying that he 
could be sugcessful even if he 
is not elected. 

Jackson said he was not just 
courting the black vote, but his 
goal was to forge a “rainbow 
coalition” that would span 
“yace and sex and sex prefer 
ence and religion and region 
and national origin.” “My aim 


“was to unite young, old, 


Blacks, Whites and Hispanics 
to help lift those in our society 
whose boats were stuck on the 
bottom,” he said. 

“We need each other,” he 
said.

Instead of adjourning into 
another room after his speech, 
Jackson said he wanted to hold 
his press conference there, 
before the audience so they 
could observe the process and 
learn. 

In response to a press ques- 
tion, Jackson answered “when 
| win the Democratic nomina- 
tion in San Francisco, | will 
choose a woman as a running 
mate.” 


Responding to the possibil- 
ity of blacks dropping out of 
the political process if he did 
not get the Democratic nod, 
Jackson stated that it was the 
Kennedy forces who dropped 
out during the last presidential 
election, while the black vote 
equaled 20 percent of all votes 
cast. 

Jackson said it was up t the 
Democratic Party to enforce 
the voting rights act and end 
various schemes that weaken 
black voting power, or hurt 
themselves in the next 
election. 

Although he repeatedly 
stated his campaign had multi- 
ple objectives that could be 
met even if he is not elected. 
many Columbus residents still 
thought he was the best man 
for the job. 

Later at East High School, an 
overflow crowd of more than 
200 waited against hope for a 
chance to get into see and hear 
Jackson. ‘Many stood around 
as a silent show of support 
braving the cruel chill. 

While asking various per- 
sons their views about Jack- 
son's chances of becoming 
this nation’s first president one 
man said he didn't have a 
chance. A woman standing 
nearby overheard the com- 
ment and was disturbed. 

“Don't say that. He can win,” 
she said. 

Jackson's positions on 
women's issues and the 
nuclear arms race were impor- 
tant to Charlene Galloway, a 
state employee. She said she 
‘was willing to work for his can- 
didacy. 

“It's time,” said Dorthy Bik- 
awa, a Columbus school 
teacher. Bikawa said she has 
been following Jackson for 
about seven years and had 
attempted to write him to 
encourage him to run. 

“Some people said it's not 
time for a black man. When is 
time?” Bikawa asked. “It's been 
400 years, and they're still say- 
ing it's not time. The time is 
right,” she said. 

“Jesse Jackson has a lot of 
charism,” Rod Roscoe, a 
Columbus school teacher said. 
“They say a journey of a 1,000 
miles begins with one step. 
We've gone 900 miles. | know 
Jesse Jackson will lead us the 
last 100 miles,’ he said 
enthusiastically. 

Roscoe said even if Jackson 
doesn't get the nomination, he 
will still be a force to be reck- 
oned with. 

“He's still going to be a 
power broker,’ he said. 
“They're going to have to listen 
to him.” 

Inside East High School, the 
crowd was charged up by 
Jackson's speech. Red signs 
with the handwritten message, 
‘Jackson for President” hung 
in various places around the 
auditorium as members of the 
audience held “Run Jesse 
Run” posters. 

At the conclusion of his 
speech, Jackson made an 
appeal for campaign funds. 
“This is serious business,” 
Jackson said as he asked for 
volunteers who would work to 
donate $1,000 to his campaign. 
The requests continued for 
declining amounts, as more
